Fiome for Pregnant 
Teens Planned Here 


A home to help pregnant teenagers is 
planned for the Grayling area. 

The ‘‘Kenquest House” proposes to pro- 
vide a positive environment for personal 
growth and development for up to six girls 
ages 13-19 and their infants. 

Maximum. length of stay at the Kenquest 
House is two years. Girls must be pregnant 
to enroll. Girls already with babies are not 
eligible. 

“We feel for our program to work we must 
start with the girls before delivery,’ says 
Pam Fisher, director of the Crawford 
AuSable Day Care Center. ‘“We can’t reach 
our goals of pre-natal care or other goals if 
the girls come in with babies.” 


The Kenquest House is a non-profit cor- 
poration that will be administered by the 
Crawford AuSable Day Care Center. It is 
licensed by the state as a child caring in- 
stitution and it is only one of four pregnant 
teenage homes in the state. 

Pregnant girls from 42 northern counties 
(from Clare County north) are eligible to 
enroll at the home. Applicants are screened 
and those with severe mental illness, 
juvenile delinquent behavior, or substance 
abuse will not be allowed to enroll. 

“We really don’t want juvenile delin- 
quents at the home,” Fisher said. ‘‘We want 
the girls who are canable of learning and 
prospering from the program.”

$50,000 grant again. 

The Kenquest House has a tentative start- 
ing date in mid-summer. A tentative site on 
Jones Lake Road is being considered pend- 
ing compliance with Grayling Township 


' zoning laws. 


In 1983, in Crawford County, State Public 
Health Department figures showed 456 
women ages 15-19. From this age group, 23 
births were reported, 11 abortions, and six 
miscarriages.

Forty Acre Fire

DNR forest fire fighters stopped a run- 
away blaze in South Branch Township last 
Tuesday despite winds gusting at more than 
17 miles an hour. 

The Roscommon County Sheriff Depart- 
ment received an anonymous call about 4:10 
p.m. about a forest fire. Minutes later, as 
eight fire fighting DNR units from Grayling, 
Mio, and Roscommon arrived, the fire had 
already spread to 14 acres. 

“The temperature was in the 80’s and the 
wind was high causing extreme fire con- 
ditions,’ said Jim Gray, a DNR forest fire 
fighter from the Grayling office. ‘‘It was one 
of those days you stay on your toes and when 
a call comes in you hit it with everything 
you've got.” 

Gray said the fire, located about 1/4 mile 
east of M-18 and 1/2 mile south of Old 44, had 
already burned through a section cf cld ‘jack 
pine slash from a timber cut and was burn- 
ing into an old aspen cut area. 

“It was really burning hot and traveling 
northeast fast when it reached some old 
hardwoods. We managed to keep at it with 
plowlines and water and contained it by 5:02 
p.m.,”’ Gray said, 

He said at one point the fire burned near a 
summer cabin and the South Branch Fire 
Department saved the structure from ex- 
tensive damage. 

The DNR crews stayed until about 9 p.m. 
mopping up the perimeter of the fire. The

total area burned was 43.1 acres. The cause 
of the fire is still under investigation. 

On Monday, April 22, Grayling DNR 
forest fire fighters put out a 2% acre fire 
about nine miles east of Grayling along M- 
72. The fire burned in jack pine and oak 
forest cover and was running fast uphill 
when DNR crews surpressed it quickly 
using three pieces of forest fire equipment 
to cut plowlines and throw water. The fire 
was spotted at 5:10 p.m. by the DNR fire 
spotter plane on his last run of the day. The 
area burned was private property and the 
cause of the fire was listed as debris burn- 
ing. 

On Thursday, April 25, the DNR assisted 
Camp Grayling Fire Department at a fire on 
the mortar range off Beaver Road. A fire 
was Started when the explosives ordnance 
team had to explode a shell. Camp Grayling 
fire crews used the opportunity to set back 
fires and burn off the range on a relatively 
safe day instead of having a fire break loose 
there on a high danger day. A total of 609 
acres had grass fires but there was little 
problem with containment. 

On Friday, April 26, a srnall fire at Gray- 
ling Mobile Home Estates was also put out 
by a DNR truck. The cause of the fire was 
reported as burning brush. 

Gray said the DNR is only issuing burning 
permits one day at a time for burning after 6 
p.m. Anyone burning outside must call or® 
stop at the DNR office for a permit.

- A new agreement to regulate the ac- 
tivities of Indian, commercial, and sports 
fishermen in the upper Great Lakes should 
help end racial enmity along with assuring 
better regulation of the state’s fish stocks, 
Natural Resources Department Director 
Ronald Skoog has announced. 

In briefing the Natural Resources Com- 
mission on the agreement, which was ap- 
proved recently by U.S. District Judge 
Richard Enslen, Skoog said he was pleased 
that the different parties had been able to 
reach an agreement after so many years of 
controversy and conflict over the Indian use 
of gill nets. 

_ The agreement will specify areas where 
the gill nets can be used, other areas where 
tribal fishermen must convert to impound- 
ment equipment and lake trout refuges 
where all fishing of the species is banned. 
The agreement came after an intense 
three-day negotiating session between offi- 
cials of the DNR, the U.S. Department of In- 
terior, Michigan United Conservation Clubs, 
Michigan Steelhead and Salmon Fisher- 
man’s Association, the Michigan Charter 
Boat Association along with tribal leaders of 
the Bay Mills Indian Community, Sault Ste. 
Marie Chippewa Tribe, and the Grand 
Traverse Band of Ottawa/Chippewa In- 
dians, 

/ The agreement negates the need for a 
trial which was scheduled to start in late 
April, Skoog said, although the court: has 
given any parties time to challenge the 
agreement. 

The compromise divides portions of Lakes 
Michigan, Huron, and Superior into areas 
where Indian fishermen can continue to use 
gill nets and other areas where they must 
phase out the use of gill nets by 1990 in favor 
of impoundment equipment.

In those areas where gill netting will be 
used, commercial fishermen will either be 
phased out or allowed to fish under state 
quotas. 

Skoog said the state would have to buy out 
some of the commercial fishermen in those 
areas. 

The agreement will cost the state approx- 
imately $4 million over the next several 
years, mainly in matching funds for federal 
monies, he said. 

For the remainder of the current fiscal 
year the state will have to spend $500,000 to 
implement the agreement, plus an amount 
to buy out some fishermen, he said. 

But of the state’s 110 commercial fisher- 
men, no more than 25 percent will be affect- 
ed by the agreement, the director announ- 
ced, 

The agreement also calls for joint 
enforcement along with joint administration 
of commercial fishing. 

Skoog said the agreement should help dif- 
fuse some of the racial enmity that has 
existed between Indians and whites in 
recent years. 

He said some of that tension has been 
relieved in recent years because of educa- 
tion efforts, but the controversy over the use 
of gill nets has led to much of that tension, 
‘“‘and when you remove the conflict, you 
have an impact on the tensions. You’ll never 
get away from it completely, you'll always 
have some rednecks.” 

The deadlock between the groups was 
broken because all sides wanted to resolve 
the issue, Skoog said. 

The groundwork was laid last year, he 
said, when the state decided to stop battling 
the Indians’ treaty rights and acknow- 
ledging those rights, and began negotiating 
with the tribes on theiy rights.

Cholesterol

Periodic news reports 
have emphasized to the 
public that an elevated 
cholesterol level is one of 
several major risk faciors 
implicated in the develop- 
ment of cardiovascular 
disease. In this article I 
would like to review the sub- 
ject and answer the 
following questions: 

What is cholesterol? 

How do you know if it is 
elevated? 

What are the medical im- 
plications of an elevated 
cholesterol level? 

How is it treated? 

Cholesterol is a compound 
categorized as lipid, or fat. 
The cholesterol in your blood 
stream 
dietary sources and from the 
liver, which has the capacity 
to make cholesterol from 
simpler compounds. 
Cholesterol is important in 


- the formation of certain hor- 


mones, cell membranes, and 
bile. 

The cholesterol level is 
determined by a_ simple 
blood test, generally after an 
overnight fast. There is no 
other way to determine if 
your cholesterol is elevated. 
A family history of heart 
disease at a young age may 
prompt your doctor to order 
this test. It is also often 
measured as part of a 
routine health screening 
evaluation. 

Cholesterol is carried in 
the blood stream by proteins 
called lipoproteins. Choles- 
terol can be found in 
low density lipoproteins or 
LDL, which is associated 
with an increased risk of 
cardiovascular disease. 
Cholesterol is also carried in 
high density lipoproteins or 
HDL. An elevated level of 
HDL is associated with 
decreased risk of cardio- 
vascular disease. In other 
words, HDL cholesterol has 
a protective effect. Your 
doctor, in addition to deter- 
mining the total cholesterol 
level, may also choose to 
determine the amount of 
cholesterol as HDL and 
LDL. 

People with an elevated 
cholesterol level have an in- 
creased risk of having a 
heart attack. An elevated 
cholesterol level is also asso- 
ciated with other types of 
vascular disease, such as 
peripheral vascular disease 
and stroke. 

An elevated cholesterol 
level may be due to a variety 
of conditions. It is frequently 
associated with a diet con- 
taining excessive amounts of 
cholestercl and saturated fat 
(generally fat from animal 
sources). Elevated choles- 
terol ievels tend to ‘‘run in 
families,’ and therefore 
genetic influences are im- 
portant. Less commonly, an 
elevated cholesterol value 
may reflect certain types of 
kidney disease, diabetes 
mellitus, and thyroid con- 
ditions. 

High cholesterol levels can 
be treated and lowering your 
blood cholesterol value will 
lower your risk of developing 
mainstay of treatment is 
diet, including reduction of 
dietary ‘cholesterol and 
saturated fat, and weight 
loss to near ideal body 
weight. If dietary measures 
are unsuccessful in lowering 
your cholesterol to an accep- 
table level, then there are

several medications on the 
market for this purpose. 
Whether or not a drug is em- 
ployed, dietary restrictions 
must continue and the 
medications cannot be used 
as a substitute for dietary 
measures. Research is con- 
tinuing on ways to elevate 
HDL cholesterol, which has 
a protective effect. Several 
studies have suggested that 


exercise may elevate HDL § 


cholesterol. Other ways to 
elevate HDL _ cholesterol 
may be found in the future.

The MNA’s carefully 
selected properties total 4650 
acres and include examples 
of all of Michigan’s 28 major 
habitats, including upland 
forests, swampy woodlands, 
inland lakes, rocky outcrops, 
orchid fens, dunes, dry and 
wet prairies, sphagnum 
bogs, and marshes. They 
also protect one third of the 
state’s endangered, - threat- 
ened, and rare species.

MNA explorers inspect 
approximately 50 prospec- 
tive sanctuaries each year, 
and the organization chooses 
the best it can afford for 
preservation. An average of 
three have been added each 
year. The MNA also accepts 
gifts of land suitable for san- 
ctuaries; 18 of the MNA pre- 
serves are properties that 
have been given by owners 
who wanted to insure that 
their land would remain un- 
devloped. MNA also accepts 
properties that can be sold in 
order to purchase natural 
areas. 

The MNA, a citizens’ non- 
profit group, established its 
first nature sanctuary, Red 
Wing Acres in St. Clair Co., 
in 1960. MNA’s unique con- 
servation program is run by 
volunteers and uses no 
government money. MNA 
raises funds from __in- 
dividuals, foundations, and 
businesses who care about 
Michigan, to purchase 
natural areas. 

MINA Sponsors es guided 
each year, All MNA proper- 
ties are open to the public 
without charge for nature 
study, photography, and ap- 
preciation.

In parts of East Indies, 
natives and the Dutch add a 
small piece of Star Anise to 
their tea. Star Anise has a 
sweet agreeable anise 
flavor. It is chewed by the 
Chinese after dinner, as a 
stomachic, and _ breath- 
sweetener. 


To impart a fine flavor to 
ordinary tea, place rose 
petals in the tea canister, or 
add one drop of the attar of 
roses on a piece of soft 
paper, to every pound of tea,

Mercy Hospital Joins 
In Mobile CT Scan 


Grayling Mercy Hospital, 
in cooperation with Rogers 
City Hospital, Community 
Memorial Hospital, Che- 
boygan, and Otsego 
Memorial Hospital, has won 
support from the Health 
Systems Agency (HSA) 
District Number 7 for the 
implementation of a mobile 
CT Scan. 

CT Scan, or Computerized 
Axial Tomography, is a 
diagnostic procedure. The 
system produces a more ac- 
curate picture than normal 
radiography equipment 
using less radiation. The x- 
ray produced gives a greater 
delineation of tissue. 

CT Scans were first intro- 
duced in the United States in 
the 1960s. Application of the 
equipment was restricted to 
brain scans, largely because 
of the limitation on the 
clarity of the image and the 
length of time required to 
complete the procedure. 

In the late 1970s and early 
1980s, clarity was improved 
and scan time reduced.

The recommendation 
made by HSA will now go to 
the Michigan Department of 
Public Health (MDPH). If 
MDPH approves the pro- 
gram, a certificate of need 
will be issued. The final step 
will be to contract with a 
third party to provide the CT 
Scan mobile unit. The third 
party, or vendor, will pro- 
vide the service to the four 
hospitals on a rotating basis. 
The vendor will supply the 
technicians, but the hospital

Jim Packard, vice presi- 
dent of planning and market- 
ing at Mercy Hospital is op- 
timistic MDPH will approve 
the project. ‘Patients in cen- 
tral northern Michigan who 
require CT scan testing, 
must travel to Traverse 
City, Petoskey or Midland. 
The mobile unit would 
provide a great convenience 
and be cost effective to these 
patients,” Packard said. 

The unit will cost approx- 
imately $1.9 million. The 
equipment will be identical 
to fixed units installed in 
hospitals. According to Mr. 
Packard, there are several 
interested third party in- 
vestors who would be willing 
to invest in the program. The 
only cost to each hospital 
would be minima) expenses 
for site preparation. 

If the project receives 
MDPH approval, it would be 
late fall before the program 
would be up and running, 
said Packard. ‘“‘We are op- 
timistic MDPH will approve 
the project because of the 
need for such a service in 
northern Michigan. The four 
hospitals combined have a 
greater chance of securing 
MDPH approval than any 
one of us would have had we 
decieded to seek a certificate 
of need alone,’ Packard 
said.

The Tail Timber

Over this past weekend the 
spring peepers (Hyla Cruci- 
fer) were doing the thing 
that their name implies. At 
this time of year the males 
can be found in and around 
pools of water, on the trees 
or shrubs which are in or 
near the water. 

The peeping, which is part 
of the mating ritual is done 
only by the males is one of 
the sure signs of spring. 

After a prolonged season 
of snow and chill tempera- 
tures the syunu of the pecper 
and their cousins the tree 
frogs is most welcome as 
they do their singing when 
the air temperature is 
crowding the sixty degree 
mark. 

Standing outside the house 
I could hear their song very 
clear, but what I could not 
hear was what shut them off. 
That something was disturb- 
ing them was obvious and it 
was easy to plot the progress 
of that unknown disturber of 
the evening concert. 

The singers at one puddle 
would suddenly fall silent, 
then after a brief interval the 
singers at another pool 
would in turn fall silent. 
After a time the singing 
resumed, but what had 
bothered the peepers? A 
skunk, a cat or perhaps a 
deer? 

One source I have claims 
they and their cousins the 
tree frog are a useful check 
on insects which they catch 
in true frog like fashion with 
a lightning thrust of the 
tongue. On the other hand 
these small frogs (only a bit 
over one inch long) are eaten 
by fish, salamanders, birds 
and squirrels. 

After the tadpole trans- 
forms into the three-fifths of 
an inch long peeper it will be 
up to four years before it will 
add its voice to the spring 
concert.

The Marire Safety act 
(Act 303 of 1967) sets forth 
requirements for the use of 
water craft within the state 
of Michigan. Among its pro- 
visions are safety equip- 
ment, safety training, rules 
of the road and registration 
requirements. 

The AuSable river boat, 
which is unique to this area, 
must comply with the 
Marine Safety Act as does 
any other type of vessel. 
That is, if it is over 16 feet in 
length it must be registered. 
If it is motorized, it must be 
registered, or if it is used for 
commercial purposes it 
must be registered. 

The law also requires that 
the registration certificate 
be on board and that the 
registration numbers and 
validating decal be display- 
ed on the forward half of the 
vessel. 

Note: The 1985 ORV regis- 
tration certificates expired 
on April 30. New registra- 
tions are available and must 
be obtained before you oper- 
ate your ORV.

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Lightning Dangerous 
To Those Failing 


TO Take Precautions 


While it may seem that the 
‘chances of being struck by 
lightning are remote, betting 
‘those odds in an electric 
storm can be fatal, warns 
AAA Michigan. 

The average lightning 

bolt, a high voltage elec- 
trical discharge in the air, 
may contain a few million to 
100 million volts. Translated 
into kilowatts, a one-hour 
storm could produce enough 
electricity to light a home for 
one year. Michigan annually 
averages 30 thunderstorms 
of approximately one hour 
duration each. 
- In Michigan, there have 
been approximately 70 
deaths and 450 injuries in the 
last 30 years resulting from 
lightning storms. Only eight 
states had higher death 
totals. 

“We all need to be more 
‘careful when it comes to 
taking precautions during 
heavy thunderstorms, 
especially persons engaged 
in . outdoor activities,” 
cautioned Bob Cullen, AAA 
‘Michigan’s home safety and 
security program manager. 
:. To avoid the chances of 
‘getting hit by lightning, AAA 
.Michigan suggests checking 
‘the latest weather report 
‘before participating in out- 
‘door activities and seeking 
‘shelter inside a home or 
‘building if severe thunder- 
‘storm conditions arise. 
“Persons in an open area 
‘who are unable to seek shel- 
‘ter when a severe storm 
‘develops should keep low to 
‘the ground in a ditch or 
‘Tavine and avoid trees since 
"they could become a natural 
"lightning rod,” said Cullen. 

: Ball fields and golf courses 
‘generally account for half of 
all lightning fatals and in- 
‘juries in the United States. 
Golfers should not handle 
their clubs during a storm 
‘since the metal attracts 
‘lightning. 

“ Individuals in a boat who 
are unable to get to shore 
should stay as low as 
possible, hug their knees and 
protect their heads.. 

’ As part of a family safety 
‘plan, children should be in- 
‘structed on where to seek 
shelter when they are play- 
{ng outside and a storm hits. 

. Persons should avoid 
using the telephone and all 
electrical appliances during 
‘a lightning storm. If light- 
ning strikes telephone or 
power lines outside, it can go 
through the wiring inside the 
house and electrocute some- 
one using a telephone or 
electrical appliance. 

‘ “Not only can lightning be 
deadly, but often it can cause 
extensive property damage 
and start fires,” said Cullen. 
“It is wise to consider light- 
ning protection for the 
home.” 

_ A home can be protected 
from lightning by installing 
a lightning rod on the roof. 
While the rod is designed to 
intercept all or some of the 


electrical charge and carry 
it safely to the ground, one 
rod provides only a 12-foot 
circle of protection. 

Lightning can invade a 
house through many dif- 
ferent avenues like water 
pipes, television antennae 
and power lines, and home- 
owners should check outside 
electrical outlets to make 
sure they are capped. They 
also should trim _ trees 
regularly, ground all anten- 
nae and satellite wires and 
inform the utility companies 
of any sagging power or tele- 
phone lines. 

“If a tree is hit by light- 
ning near a house or any- 
where near power lines, it is 
important to keep away and 
make sure children avoid 
any lightning-struck trees 
and fallen power lines,” said 
Cullen.
